EGYPT. 


In view of the efforts that are being made by British manufacturers 
to extend their trade abroad, and the important openings for business 
in Egypt resulting from the exclusion of German and Austrian trade, 
special Committees of the British Chamber of Commerce of Egypt 
were formed in December last in Cairo and Alexandria with the object 
of studying the best means of promoting British trade interests in 
that country. The following extracts are taken froma Report by these 
Committees which appears in the August issue of the ‘“ Monthly 
Journal” of the Chamber :—

Stocks of lamp glasses in Egypt are very low at the present time, 
this article having been furnished in the past by 
Lamp Glasses. ne é

Firms in the United Kingdom desirous of receiving confidential 
information as to opportunities for the extension abroad of those 
branches of trade in which they are specially interested, and as to 
other connected matters, may, upon application, have their names 
placed on a Special Register at the Commercial Intelligence Branch 
of the Board of Trade. 

The confidential information communicated to firms so registered 
relates mainly to openings for British trade abroad, and is received 
from His Majesty’s Consular Officers in foreign Countries, from 
His Majesty’s Trade Commissioners and the Imperial Trade Correspon- 
dents in the British Dominions, and from the Board of Trade 
Correspondents in the Crown Colonies, supplemented by information 
from other sources available to the Commercial Intelligence Branch. 

Firms inscribed on the Register may indicate the particular lines 
of trade to which the information to be sent to them should relate, 
and a classified list of subjects is sent to all applicants for registration 
with this object. During 1915, 849 separate circulars were issued 
(to the number of 383,888 copies) to firms on the Special Register 
interested in the particular branches of trade to which the circulars 
related, 

The great volume of information distributed under this system has 
rendered it necessary to make a small charge for the service which 
includes the regular supply of the weekly *‘ Board of Trade Journal,” 
and accordingly firms whose names are inscribed on the Register are 
required to pay an annual fee of One Guinea to the Accountant- 
General of the Board of Trade, Whitehall Gardens, London, 8.W. 

The “ Journal” itself contains a large amount of information as to 
openings for British trade abroad and as to other matters of interest 
to British traders generally. Information published in it is not 
repeated by circular to firms whose names are on the Special 
Register ; the confidential information communicated to the latter is 
confined to matters which, at the time, have not been published in 
the ‘‘ Journal,” or are not intended to be published at all.

At the Council Chamber, Whitehall, the 29th day of September, 1916. 


By the Lords of His Majesty’s Most Honourable 
Privy Council. 


WueEREAS His Majesty was pleased, in exercise of the power in that 
behalf conferred on Him by Section one, sub-section one, of the 
Trading with the Enemy (Extension of Powers) Act, 1915, by a 
Proclamation dated the 29th day of February, 1916, to prohibit all 
persons or bodies of persons, incorporated or unincorporated, resident, 
carrying on business, or being in the United Kingdom from trading 
with any of the persons or bodies of persons mentioned in the List 
contained in the said Proclamation : 

And whereas by Section one, sub-section two, of the said Act, it is 
provided that any List of persons and bodies of persons, incorporated 
or unincorporated, with whom such trading is prohibited by a 
Proclamation under the said Act, may be varied or added to by an 
Order made by the Lords of the Council on the recommendation of a 
Secretary of State, such List as so varied or added to being in the 
said Proclamation referred to as the “ Statutory List”: 

And whereas the List contained in the said Proclamation has 
been varied and added to by subsequent Orders of Council : 

And whereas His Majesty was pleased by a Proclamation, dated 
the 26th day of April, 1916, and entitled ‘‘The Trading with the 
Enemy (Statutory List) Proclamation, 1916, No. 2,” to amend the 
said Proclamation dated the 29th day of February, 1916, in certain 
particulars : 

And whereas His Majesty was pleased by a Proclamation, dated the 
23rd day of May, 1916, and entitled ‘ The Trading with the Knemy 
(Statutory List) Proclamation, 1916, No. 3,” to revoke the said 
Proclamation dated the 29th day of February, 1916, with the varia- 
tions and additions made to the List therein contained by subsequent 
Orders of Council, and also the said Proclamation, dated the 26th day 
of April, 1916, and to order that the Proclamation now in recital 
should be substituted therefor: 

And whereas by subsequent Orders of Council the List contained 
in the aforesaid Proclamation, dated the 23rd day of May, 1916, was 
varied and added to:

With reference to the Orders of Council of 28th June, 1916,* and 
Sth September, 1916,f imposing certain restrictions on the export 
of bags, wrappers, sacks, etc., the Commissioners of Customs and 
Excise and the Director of the War Trade Department announce 
that undertakings in the approved form will henceforth be required 
by the British Minister at Athens before recommendations are issued 
in connection with the import into Greece of goods packed in such 
bags, etc. Each recommendation will then bear on the face of it an 
indication that the approved undertaking in respect of the bags, 
etc. has been produced. As regards goods packed in jute, recom- 
mendations not bearing the indication in question will no longer be 
accepted by the War Trade Department in respect of prohibited 
goods. As regards forms of textile packing other than jute, recom- 
mendations will not be accepted by the War Trade Department after 
Ist November, 1916, unless they bear the necessary indication.

IMPORTS FROM CERTAIN NEUTRAL COUNTRIES. 


Certificates of Interest and Certificates of Origin and Interest 
required. 

‘The Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs desires to bring to the 
notice of all concerned that with a view to preventing breaches of 
the Trading with the Enemy Acts and Proclamations, particularly 
the Trading with the Knemy (Extension of Powers) Act, 1915, all 
soods exported from the countries marked ‘‘ A.” below on and after 
Ist October next to the Umited Kingdom, Australia, Newfoundland, 
New Zealand, Union of South Africa, all Colonies not possessing 
responsible Governments and Protectorates, as well as India, must be 
accompanied by Certificates of Interest. ‘These certificates will be 
issued by His Majesty’s Consular Officers, who will require docu- 
mentary evidence that no person or persons with whom trade is for 
the time being prohibited (e.g., persons on the Statutory List) has 
any interest in the goods. 

“A.” — Abyssinia, Argentina, Azores, Bolivia, Brazil, Canary 
Islands, Cape Verde Islands, Chile, Colombia, Costa Rica, Cuba, 
Danish West Indies, Dominican Republic, Ecuador, Greece, 
Guatemala, Honduras, Liberia, Madeira, Mexico, Morocco, 
Muscat, Netherlands East and West Indies, Nicaragua, Panama, 
Paraguay, Persia, Peru, Philippine Islands, Portuguese Mast and 
West Africa, San Salvador, Spain, Spanish West Africa, 
Uruguay and Venezuela. 

In the case of exports from the countries marked ‘‘ B” below where 
Certificates of Origin have hitherto been required, Certificates of 
Origin and Interest will be required for goods exported on and after 
Ist October on the same conditions, except that the additional 
evidence required for a Certificate of Interest will have to be produced 
accordingly to the Consular Officer to whom application is made for 
the issue of the combined certificate. 

‘“ B.”—Norway, Sweden, Denmark, Holland and Switzarland. 

(In the case of these five countries goods for which Certificates of 
Origin are not at present required will not have to be accompanied 
by the new form ot Certificate of Origin and Interest.) 

All gcods exported on and after 10th October from the five 
countries marked ‘*B” above to Canada must be accompanied by a 
Certificate of Origin and Interest.

In other cases Certificates are not compulsory, but many traders, 
and particularly British shipowners and masters, will no doubt 
require, for their own protection against possible breaches of the 
Trading with the Enemy Acts, to be furnished with Certificates for 
goods consigned to any destination whatsoever. His Majesty's 
Consular Officers have accordingly been instructed to furnish certifi- 
cates in such circumstances on application. 

The period of validity shown on Certificates of Interest and 
Certificates of Origin and Interest will in no case exceed two months. 
It is required that shipment shall have been effected from the country 
of origin within the period of validity stated on the certificate, and it 
is not necessary that the goods shall have arrived at their ultimate 
destination within that period. ‘The onus of proving that the goods 
were shipped within the period required will, if necessary, rest in 
cases of doubt with the importer of the goods,

TRADING IN WAR MATERIAL AND FOOD. 
New Defence of the Realm Regulation. 


? 


An Order-ia-Counceil, dated ord October, further amends the 
Reoulations (ealled the ‘* Defence of the Realm (Consolidation) 
Regulations. 1914”), a under the Defence of the Realm (Con- 
solidation) Act, 1914, for securing the public safety and the Defence 
of the Realm. The Order-in-Council referred to orders, infer alia. the 
following amendments in the Regulations :— 


!. After Regulation 2p the following regulation shall be 


inserted :— 

‘2r. The; Admiralty or Army Council or the Minister of Munitions 
may by order regulate, restrict, or prohibit the manufacture, purchase, 
sale, delivery of or payment for, or other dealing in, any war material, 
food, forage, or jutet of any description or any article required for or 
in connection with the production thereof, and if any person refuses

to sell any article, the sale whereof is regulated by any such order, 
he may be required by the Admiralty or Army Council or the 
Minister of Munitions to sell it on the terms and subject to the 
conditions on and subject to which the sale thereof is authorised by

“Tf any person fails to comply with any provision of any such 
order or any requirements made thereunder, or aids or abets any 
other person, whether or not such other person is in the United 
Kingdom, in doing anything which, if done in the United Kingdom, 
would be a contravention of any such order, he shall be guilty of an 
offence against these regulations, and if snake person is a company, 
every director and officer of the company shall also be guilty of an 
offence against these regulations unless he proves that the contraven- 
tion took place without his knowledge or consent.” 

6. After regulation 158 the following regulation shall be inserted :— 

“15c. The Admiralty or Army Council or the Minister of Muni- 
tions may by order require any person engaged in the production, 
manufacture, purchase, sale, distribution, transport, storage, or ship- 
ment of any war material, food, forage, or stores of any description or 
of any article required for or in connection with the production thereof 
to give such particulars as to his business as may be specified in the 
order, and may require any such particulars to be verified as they 
may direct, and if any person fails to comply with the order or with 
any requirement made thereunder, he shall be guilty of an offence 
against these regulations, and if such person is a company every 
director and officer of the company shall also be guilty of an offence 
against these regulations unless he proves that the contravention took 
place without his knowledge or consent.’ 

‘If any person, except as authorised by the Admiralty or Army 
Council or the Minister of Munitions, discloses or makes use of any 
information given to him under this regulation he shall be guilty of a 
summary offence against these regulations.” 





REGISTERS OF MALE EMPLOYEES. 


With reference to the notice on p. 455 of the “ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 18th May relative to Regulation 414 of the Defence of 
the Realm Regulations, w hereby employers were required to make 
and display prominently on their premises registers of male employees 
between the ages of 18 and 41, it is notified that this Regulation has 
been amended in such manner as to require employers to revise such 
lists as often as may be necessary to maintain accuracy, and ordering 
that particulars of persons who have not been employed for more than 
a week need not be entered on registers, but that these should be 


separately recorded. 
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TANNED OR PARTIALLY TANNED LEATHER. 
Requisition of Stocks by Army Council. 


In pursuance of the powers conferred upon them by the Defence of 
the Realm Consolidation Act, 1914 (as amended by the Defence of 
Realm (Amendment) Act, 1915, and the Defence of the Realm 
(Amendment) No. 2 Act, 1915), and the Regulations made thereunder 
and every other power enabling them in that behalf, the Army 
Council have given notice, under date 25th September, that it is their 
intention to take possession of all leather of the classes mentioned in 
the annexed schedule, which is now in stock in the United Kingdom 
whether in the finished state or in course of production. 

If after this notice any person having control of any such leather, 
without the consent of the Army Council, sells, removes or secretes 
such leather or deals with it in any way contrary to any condition 
imposed in any licence, permit or order that may be granted in 
respect thereof, he will be guilty of an offence against the Defence of 
the Realm (Consolidation) Regulations, 1914. 

Applications for permission to sell or remove such leather should 
be addressed to the Director of Army Contracts, Imperial House, 
Tothill Street, Westminster, S.W.

NOTICE TO ENGINEERING FIRMS. 


Permits for making or erecting Cranes, etc. 


The Minister of Munitions in the exercise of his statutory powers 
has required all persons, firms and companies engaged in the manu- 
facture of cranes, aerial ropeways, capstans, conveyors, grabs, 
elevators, hoists, lifts, runways, shear legs, transporters, travellers or 
winches, whether operated by steam, electric, hydraulic, pneumatic 
or hand power, not to carry out without a permit issued under his 
authority in any factory, workshop or other premises, any work 
consisting of the manufacture, assembling or erection of any of the 
above-mentioned articles except under :— 

(a) Orders received from or in connection with work for the 
Admiralty or War Office ; 

(b) Orders of a value not exceeding £50 required for war work ; 

(c) Orders which have already been sanctioned by the Ministry 
of Munitions as Class “ A” work. 





OVERLAND TRANSPORT OF PRODUCE FROM 
ITALY:

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PRIVILEGED SHIPS. 

The Board of Customs and Excise announce that in future all 
privileged foreign-going British ships may load without pre-entry 
all goods for the exportation of which a Privy Council licence is not 
required. Goods for which a Privy Council licence is required must 
be pre-entered as heretofore. 

Pre-entry is still required for all goods destined to China, Siam 
Persia, Morocco or Liberia, even though they are shipped on vessels 
treated as “ privileged foreign-going ships”. 

As regards goods for Portuguese East Africa, the following goods 
may be exempted from pre-entry when shipped by a British privileged 
ship :— 

' Innocent goods : 

Goods in group C* of the Prohibited List ; and 

Goods in group B* of the Prohibited List consigned to a British 
Possession or Protectorate vid ports in Portuguese East 
Africa without licence.

PORTUGUESE MEASURES REGARDING TRADING 
WITH THE ENEMY. 


New Committee appointed. 


A Supplement to the ‘ Diario do Governo” (Lisbon) of 4th 
September publishes the text of a Decree (No. 2,609—G.) establishing 
a Committee, to be known as the “ Comisséo Portuguesa de Accéo 
Econémica contra o Inimigo,” attached to the Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs, to co-ordinate and extend existing measures taken by the 
Portuguese Government for the purpose of preventing supplies 
reaching the enemy and of prohibiting trade with the enemy in 
Portuguese territory. The Committee is also authorised to draw up 
a list—similar in effect to the British black list—of firms in 
Portugal or abroad which have been ascertained to have continued 
trading with the enemy. 

A further object of the Committee is to render more complete, on 
the part of Portugal, the measures taken in accordance with the 
resolutions of Group A of the recommendations of the Economic 
Conference of the Allies at Paris (see p. 798 of the ‘“‘ Board of Trade 
Journal ” of 22nd June last). (C.1.B. 38,419.) 





STAMP TAXES ON BILLS OF EXCHANGE IN 
ITALY. 


The Italian Royal Decree of 31st August giving legislative force to 
certain measures of a financial character (see p. 937 of last week’s 
issue of the ‘“‘ Board of Trade Journal ”) provides inter alia that from 
Ist January, 1917, bills of exchange and bills payable within a 
specified period are to be subject to a stamp tax on the following 
scale :—

The above taxes are doubled in the case of bills of exchange of date 
longer than six months. Jor foreign bills of exchange the taxes will 
be reduced to one-half. 





JAPANESE INCOME TAX LAW APPLIED TO 
JURIDICAL PERSONS IN COREA. 


H.M. Consul-General at Seoul (Mr. A. H. Lay, C.M.G.) has for- 
warded, under date 24th August, a translation of Regulations for the 
enforcement of the Income Tax Law of Corea, which appeared in the 
‘Official Gazette” of 7th August, 1916, and took effect the same 
day. ‘The Regulations (Order No. 65 of the Government-General of 
Corea) prescribe the steps which must be taken by juridical persons 
to present to the competent authorities the necessary statements 
regarding their balance, etc. Juridical persons, which include joint- 
stock companies and joint-stock limited partnerships, liable to the tax, 
are to make the requisite return, under Article 7 of the Income Tax 
Law, within 30 days from the date on which the balance of each 
business year is settled. 

The Income 'ax Law referred to above is the application to Corea, 
by an Imperial Ordinance published in the ‘‘ Official Gazette” of 
26th July, of the Income Tax Law of Japan relating to juridical 
persons, with the exception of Articles 36 to 89 inclusive. H.M. 
Consul-General states that the authorities do not consider that local 
conditions yet admit of the imposition of a tax on private incomes.

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TRADE OF NEW ZEALAND IN JAN.-JUNE, 1916. 


H.M. Trade Commissioner in New Zealand (Mr. R. W. Dalton), 
has furnished, under date 9th August, the following particulars of the 
trade of the Dominion in the first six months of the present year :— 

The total imports into New Zealand during the first six months 
of 1916 were valued at £11,969,814, as compared with £9,508,987 in 
the corresponding period of 1915, an increase of £2,460,827 or nearly 
25°9 per cent. The increase in the first quarter of the present year 
as compared with the first quarter of 1915 was about 24 per cent., so 
that the increase in trade in the second quarter was even greater 
than that in the first. 

The following table shows the value of the imports into New 
Zealand from the United Kingdom, the United States, Japan, 
Australia, Canada, and other countries in the first half of each of the 
years 1915 and 1916 :—

As regards the marked increase in the share of the United States 
in the import trade of New Zealand, H.M. Trade Commissioner writes 
that there are, of course. certain lines in which American firms have 
secured trade in which it may be difficult for British firms to regain 
their former predominance. For the most part, however, it would 
appear that the diversion has only been temporary in so far as concerns 
trade formerly done from the United Kingdom, and it will revert to 
the United Kingdom as soon as conditions become normal. Japan 
has been more successful than the United States in capturing trade 
in the New Zealand markets formerly done by German firms, and in

some lines (notably glass and fancy goods and toys) Japanese’ firms 
have built up a considerable business. H.M. Trade Commissioner is 
convinced, however, in view of the developments which have been 
made in the United Kingdom in these peculiarly German trades, 
since the war, that Japanese manufacturers will be hard put to it to 
retain such trade if British manufacturers will only adopt proper 
selling methods. The following are the classes of goods in which the 
most noticeable increases occurred in the imports from the United 
States and Japan in the first six months of the current year, the 
goods in which the increases were specially great being indicated by

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TRADE WITH SPAIN AFTER THE WAR. 
Anticipated keen German Competition. 


With reference to the notice in the ‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 
6th March (p. 788) relative to the expected activities of German firms 
in Spain after the war, H.M. Consul at Bilbao (Mr. A. M. Madden, 
C.M.G.) reports, under date 14th September, that a Circular on the 
subject has recently been sent out by the German Consulate in Bilbao. 

The circular is intended to make clear to Spanish traders that the 
industry, factories, and means of production of Germany have re- 
mained intact, in spite of the war, and that, in consequence, imme- 
diately after the cessation of hostilities, the Germans will be able to 
carry out Spanish orders as in the past. Spanish clients are, 
accordingly, asked by the Circular not to give orders for goods to the 
Allies and to neutrals during the period of the war. 

H.M. Consul adds that there is little doubt that the heavy fall in 
the rate of exchange for German currency will greatly favour German 
exports to Spain immediately after the war, though reacting against 
German firms when they have to replace raw materials to manufacture 
new stocks. 

If United Kingdom firms wish to preserve their position in Spain, 
they should consolidate their connections and clientéle so as to be 


able to compete against the expected German business effort. 
(C. 27,439.) 





CROP ESTIMATES IN CERTAIN COUNTRIES. 
Wheat, Rye, Barley, Oats. 


The Board of Agriculture and Fisheries have received the following 
information from the International Institute of Agriculture at 
Rome :— 

The total production of wheat in Canada, the United States, India, 
United Kingdom, Italy, Switzerland, Spain Japan, and Tunis, is 
estimated at 817,522,009 ewts., and that of rye in Canada, United 
States, Spain, Italy, and Switzerland at 41,601,000 cwts., representing 
a decrease of 7°4 per cent. for wheat and an increase of 15°4 per cent. 
for rye as compared with the average production in 1909-13. 

The production of barley in Canada, the United States, United 
Kingdom, Italy, Switzerland, Spain, Japan, and Tunis is given at 
204,250,000 ewts., and that of oats for the same countries as for 
barley with the omission of Japan at 523,225,000 cwts. These 
estimates represent increases of 0°6 per cent. and 6°3 per cent., 
respectively, as compared with the average production in the period 


1909-1913. 





NEW BRITISH VICE-CONSULATE IN BRAZIL. 

The Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of ‘Trade, is 
notified by the Foreign Office that a British Vice-Consulate has been 
established at Porto Velho, Brazil, and that Mr. W. J. Knox-Little 
has been appointed to the post, (C.1.B. 36,126.) 
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AGENTS IN NORWAY. 


The attention of the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board 
of Trade has been called to the care which German firms have 
displayed in the past in watching their agents. In Norway, for 
example, it is stated on good authority that if the agent of a German 
firm lets a year elapse without showing a fair amount of business 
passing, he is called upon by one of the heads of the firm and asked 
for explanations, and if these are not satisfactory he is immediately 
replaced by another agent. On the other hand it is asserted that 
there are firms holding British agencies who have done no business 
for years, but their English principals do not trouble to send over and 
investigate. The slackness of the agent is sometimes attributable to 
the fact that German agencies for the same class of goods are also 


held by him. (C.1,B. 37,424.) 





FOREIGN TRADE OF PHILIPPINE ISLANDS IN 
1915-16. 


The Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade has 
received a copy of a statement reyarding the foreign trade of the 
Philippine Islands during the year ended 30th June, 1916, issued by 
the Bureau of Insular Affairs, Washington, from which the following 
particulars have been extracted :— 

Imports.—The total value of imports into the Philippine Islands 
in the year ended 30th June, 1916, was 45,973,625 dols., as compared 
with 44,479,861 dols. in 1914-15, and 56,011,570 dols. in 1913-14. 
The gain in 1915-16, as compared with the preceding year, was 
practically entirely in American goods; there was little recovery in 
the aggregate imports from other countries. The effects of the drought 
that reduced the rice crop in the Philippines in 1914, were still 
apparent in the first half of the year under review, imports being very 
heavy. The Government is endeavouring to improve the varieties of 
seed used and to extend irrigation. The most notable increase in 
imports was in cotton textiles. Cotton yarn imports reached the lowest 
level of recent years. There was a recovery in imports of iron and 
steel and manufactures thereof, but the total was still far below the 
pre-war average, indicating the pressure of war prices, the stress of 
war demands, and the restriction of imports to the bare margin of 
necessity. 

In the distribution of the import trade by countries, American goods 
represented 52 per cent. of the total value, but their value was nearly 
5,000,000 dols. below the value of imports from the United States in 
in 1913-14. As compared with 1913-14, imports from France 
declined by about 50 per cent., while imports from the United King- 
dom declined by about 40 per cent. Imports of coal from Australia 
dwindled and disappeared towards the end of the year, Japan becoming 


the country of supply of this commodity.

Exports.— Unprecedented activity characterised the export trade of 
the Philippine Islands in the year ended 30th June, 1916. In both 
volume and value all previous records were exceeded. The total value 
of exports was 61,464,031 dols., as compared with 50,915,061 dols. 
in 1914-15, and 51,238,048 dols. in 1913-14. Though the important 
factors contributing to this increase were the large exports ot sugar 
and hemp, improved prices and larger quantities were, with the 
exception of copra, very general features in the year’s export trade. 


The value of exports of sugar in 1915-16 represented 28 per cent. 
of the value of all exports and was almost double that of the previous 
year by almost 50 per cent. Hemp exports were also large, and as 
regards the hemp industry it is stated that the new grading law (see 
notice on p. 843 of the ** Board of Trade Journal” of 24th December, 
1914), providing for standard grades and Government inspection is 
finding much favour with manufacturers. In the case of copra the 
reduced volume of exports is attributed to drought. Shipments of 
coconut oil increased and a further development in this industry is 
anticipated, as a large new extracting plant is about to begin opera- 
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tions. Legislation recently enacted, providing for Government 
inspection in both leaf tobacco and cigar industries, is expected to 
increase the export trade in these goods. Exports of maquey were far 
in excess of any previous year. ‘This fibre is still extracted by a 
primitive and laborious retting process, and it will be necessary to 
introduce machinery in order to produce a higher grade fibre and 
extend the industry. The maguey industry, it is pointed out, differs 
in this respect from the hemp industry, which still awaits the inven- 
tion of successful machinery. ‘The Government is encouraging a 
household embroidery industry. 

Exports to the United States in 1915-16 amounted in value to 
28,838,526 dollars, as compared with 23,001,275 dollars in the year 
1914-15.

EXPORTS TO FRANCE AND ALGERIA. 


With reference to the recent notices in the “ Board of Trade 
Journal” respecting the issue, by the new French Customs Office in 
London, of licences for the importation into France and Algeria of 
goods of British production or manufacture which are included in the 
list of articles prohibited to be imported into France and Algeria, the 
Board of Trade desire to draw attention to the fact that it will be 
necessary in future that applications for such import licences should 
specify the value of the goods (expressed in English currency), and 
the net as well as the gross weight of the consignment, expressed both 
in English units and in kilogrammes.

RUSSIA. 


The Board of Trade are in receipt, through the Foreign Office, of 
telegraphic information from H.M. Ambassador at 
Prohibition of the Petrograd to the effect that the Russian Mn 
Importation of ment contemplate the issue of a Decree pro ibit- 
entetn Gueme et "6 the importation of certain goods into Russia 
Goods as from the 20th October/2nd November next. 
The list of goods the importation of which it is 
proposed to prohibit, as a temporary measure, has been framed by a 
Committee at the Ministry of Commerce and has been published in 
Russia, and the following articles are understood to be the principal 
classes of gocds comprised therein. Sir G. Buchanan is forwarding 
a complete translation of the detailed list, and this will be published 
in the “ Board of Trade Journal” as soon as it is received at the 
Board of Trade. It is not intended that the prohibition shall apply 
in the case of goods of the kinds affected which are imported for 
Government Institutions, or for purposes of national defence. 


Principal Classes of Goods in the Projected Import Prohibition Last, 


Vegetables; fruits, except lemons; food conserves; mustard ; 
sauces ; pickles, etc. 

Tobacco; cigars; cigarettes; biscuits; jams; and all articles 
included in No, 24 of the Russian Customs Tariff* except ground cocoa, 
chocolate in cakes, condensed milk, and milk powder. 

Hops; spirits; liqueurs; wines; beer; mineral waters except 
medicinal waters. 

Cheese ; all fish; down and feathers; lacquered leather; fur- 
skins specified in sub-section (1) of No. 56 of the Russian Tariff* ; 
leather goods specified in sub-sections (3) and (5) of No. 57 of the 
Russian Tariff* ; certain wooden and basket wares; precious stones ; 
certain building stones; certain classes of pottery and glass wares ; 
toilet soap. 

Gold, silver, and platinum manufactures; certain wares of copper 
and copper alloys ; cutlery wares with expensive mountings ; binoculars 
and glass with expensive mountings; musical instruments; card- 
board wares. 

Cotton velvet and plush; silk articles designated in Nos. 195 and 
197 of the Russian Tariff,* except silk gauze; felt stuffs, woven, if 
printed ; carpets, except woollen warps for carpets ; certain classes of 
knitted wares and trimmings; tulle; lace and manufactures of lace; 
embroideries, embroidered tissues and tulle; underlinen and clothing 
(No. 209 of the Russian Tariff *); women’s hats; fur caps; umbrellas 
and parasols; all costly fancy and toilet articles and toys. (0. 27,901.)

The Board of Trade are in receipt, through the Foreign Office, of 
copy of a Mexican Decree, dated the 3lst July, by 
which extensive alterations are introduced in the 
Mexican Customs Tariff. ‘lhe complete Tariff, as 


Decree modifying 
the Customs 


— amended, and annexed to the Decree, has also 
Regulations been received, and it is proposed to publish a 


translation thereof as a Supplement to the issue of 
the ‘“‘ Board of Trade Journal” for the 19th October. 


The Decree abrogates the general surtax of 10 per cent. of the 
import duties which was established by the Mexican Revenue Law 
for the financial year which commenced on the Ist July, 1912, and 
the Decree of the 6th February, 1913—(see the notices in the “ Board 
of T'rade Journal” for the llth July, 1912 (p. 106) and the 13th 
February, 1913 (p. 396). 

The Mexican Ministry of Finance is to revise the general rules for 
the application ot the ‘Tariff, the Explanatory Notes, and the Taritf 
Index (‘‘ Vocabulario”) in accordance with the modifications of the 
Tariff introduced by the present Decree. 


Article 2 of the Decree abrogates Articles 214, 215 and 216 of the 
‘ Ordenanza General de Aduanas Maritimas y I ronterizas.” 
[| Norre.—These Articles provide as follows :— 

Art, 214.—Pieces of textile fabrics not exceeding 20 centimetres in length, 
though they may be of the full width of the goods, and articles which, by reason 
of their incompleteness, are unsaleable, will be allowed to enter free of duty as 
samples. 

Samples of wine, spirits, or liquors, when imported in receptacles of which 
the capacity does not exceed 40 cencilitres, anl the weight of the liquid contents 
is not greater than 400 grammes, will also be admitted duty-free ; provided, 
however, that ths net or total contents of the samples seat by a single snipper to 
a single consignee does not cxcead five kilogrammes or five litres. 

Art, 215.—Samples of complete goods such as manufactured articles of any 
kind of material, articles of haberdashery, ironmongery, or hardware, hand- 
kerchiefs, kerchiefs, or scarves, stockings, shirts, &c., shall pay the duty assigned 
to them unless they are rendered unfit for sale by means of cuts or perforations. 

Art, 216.—When a collection of samples of articles of haberdashery or 
ironmongery contains complete goois coming under distinct classifications of the 
Tariff,and the weight of each class of goods cannot be determined, the duty 
imposed on the entire collection of samples shall be at the highest rate applicable 
to any one article in the collection. | 


The present Decree is to take effect as from the lst November nent. 
The new ‘Tariff rates are to apply to goods imported in vessels 
which arrive at the Mexican port of importation after 12 o'clock 
midnight, on the 3lst October. (C. 27,406.)

Trade are now in receipt, through the Foreign 
Office, of copy of a Memorandum on the subject which has been 
drawn up by H.M. Commercial Attaché in Russia (Mr. H. Cooke). 

Mr. Cooke reports that, according to the official “ Trade Gazette ” of 
Petrograd for the 3rd/16th September, the Russian Ministry of 
Finance has drawn up a Bill for the imposition of an Excise duty on 
tea at the rates shown in the subjoined statement, which are 
graduated according to the prices of the product. In the case of 
imported tea, this tax will be additional to, and independent of the 
Customs duty. ‘Tea will be sold, as in the case of tobacco, at fixed 
prices indicated on the packages. [or the present, pending further 
consideration, brick and tablet teas, owing to technical difficulties, 
will be exempt from Excise duty. 

The Excise duty will be payable by means of labels on the pack- 
ages. No tea will be allowed to be sold otherwise than in complete 
packages, on which the Excise label will be pasted; the name of the 
firm distributing the tea, with the quality, weight, and price being 
indicated on each package.

Preference is to be given by the Committees to the 
transport of coal, natural fertilisers, etc. Persons directly interested 
in railway transport will be at liberty to put proposals before the 
Committees. 

The preamble to the Royal Order mentioned states that the 
practical cessation of the coasting trade owing to the high freight 
rates brought about by the war has resulted in a very large quantity 
of merchandise being sent by rail which previously went by the 
maritime routes. Consequently, the Spanish railway companies find 
that they cannot at present satisfactorily cope with the increased 
demands upon their services, especially in view of the great difficulty 
of procuring further rolling stock, either of national or foreign pro- 
duction.

co-operation of steamship lines in limiting to a 

minimum the amount of coal required by their ships. 

For the present, it is requested that vessels be dispatched so that 
those passing from the Atlantic to the Pacific will require only 
sufficient bunker coal to reach San Francisco, Honolulu, or Coronel. 
Those vessels trading to South American ports north of Valparaiso 
will be supplied with sufficient coal for the return voyage to the 
Canal. In the case of vessels passing from the Pacific to the Atlantic 
and bound for Kuropean ports, it will be impracticable at present to 
supply them with sufficient bunker coal to make the voyage direct, 
but they will be bunkered to reach Norfolk or Newport News, 
Virginia. 

Those vessels using either terminal port as a terminus of their 
established route should be dispatched so as to require only sufficient 
coal to make the next port of call on their established route where a 
commercial coaling station is available. 

It is hoped that deliveries will in a short time make it unnecessary 
to restrict the amount of bunker coal for vessels using the Canal.

In circular (2) the Administration calls attention to the fact that in 
its organisation the Canal has all the necessary 
equipment for dealing with casualties to vessels, 
and is prepared to undertake operations of this 
kind of any magnitude within the waters of 
the Canal Zone.

JAPAN (THE HOKKAIDO), 


The Acting British Vice-Consul at Hakodate (Mr. F. C. Greatrex) 
— reports that plans have been approved for a four 
meperelonirny years’ programme of harbour works at the port of 
Aomori. ‘The plans are for two detached break- 
waters, two moles and a quay. ‘The entire works are to cost about 
£155,900, and are being undertaken by the Prefectural Government, 
aided by a subsidy from the Imperial Treasury. The absence of any 
protection against northerly winds has long been a source of great 
inconvenience at this port, as communication between ships and the 
shore is often dangerous and sometimes impossible in winter. 


The Acting British Vice-Consul also reports that at the end of 1915 
the extent of railways in the Hokkaido was 
Railway Development. 878 miles of single track and 66 miles of 
double track. The chief work done during 
1915 was the opening to traffic of 74 miles of new single track north 
of Shimo-[kutabara on the line to Yfibetsu, and the double-tracking 
of 94 mile on the Yubari branch-line. 

It is intended to complete another 15 miles of single track on the 
line to Wakkanai and the remaining 10 miles of the line to Yabetsu. 
In addition, construction work will be carried out on a further 6 miles 
of the former of these two railways, and on the first 30 miles of the 


track which will eventually link up Kusture with Nemuro.

294 per cent. of copper. 

A company has already begun to operate the lodes and a hydraulic 
plant is now in process of installation with a view to operating a 200 
ton concentrator. Copper has been mined in the locality in the past, 
and this new strike, it is said, promises to be one of the richest 
deposits of copper in British North America.

BEAR ISLANDS. SPITZBERGEN. ICELAND. 


According to the Danish Press of 13th and 14th September, the 
development of the coal fields in the Bear Islands 
(between Spitzbergen and Norway), in Spitz- 
ee bergen, and in Iceland is receiving serious » wa 
post's. tion in Scandinavia. The N orwegian Spitzbergen 
Syndicate, it is stated, has shipped more than 15,000 tons of coal to 
Northern Norway since 19th August. 

The deposits in the Bear Islands are being investigated, and the 
first shipment of coal was expected to be made in September. It is 
already known that the deposits extend over a large area, and that 
the coal is not of first-class quality. If the results of the investigation 
are satisfactory, a company will be formed for the systematic working 
of the deposits. A large harbour and a wireless telegraph station are 
already planned. | 

Preliminary explorations for coal in West Iceland were made last 
year. ‘They were continued this summer and showed that the coal 
improves as the workings go further into the mountains. The coal 
first obtained was a kind of lignite; the best of it was somewhat

black and heavy, but of fair quality, and was doubtless suitable for 
domestic use. It is pointed out, however, that even if the coal 
proves better in quality than the samples hitherto obtained, consider- 
able difficulties ot shipment and transport will have to be surmounted.

‘The 
area of the yard is to be about 140,000 tsubo (about 115 acres) and 
it is anticipated that the actual building of it will be started in 
December next. Four slips will be laid down for the construction of 
ships of 10,000 tons. It is stated that the machinery will be 
purchased in Japan, but iron material for shipbuilding will be 
obtained from the United States and the United Kingdom.

After alluding 
to the historical references to mining in Corea, the articles deals 
with Corean mining methods, former methods of administration, 
the various foreign concessions and their development, and Japanese 
mining enterprises. With regard to mining regulations, the author 
is of opinion that the laws as a whole have been extremely liberal, 
and compare very favourably with the mining laws of other countries.

[he meteorological conditions during the spring and first half of 
the summer were unfavourable for the oilseed crops, the late spring 
and early morning frosts, and in the southern region prolonged 
drought, restraining proper development. In the northern region 
prolonged rains had an unfavourable influence. The latter part of 
the summer, however, was, on the other hand, very favourable, causing 
considerable improvement, with the result that, in general, the state 
of the oilseed crops may be described as good, with the prospects of a 
yield above the average. 

Linseed.— ‘he linseed crops are described as, in general, good. They 
are unsatisfactory in some separate districts of the Governments of 
Olonets, Petrograd. Livonia, Moghilev, Tver, Ryazan, Tambov, 
Ekaterinoslav, Taurida, and Kherson. ‘These unfavourable reports, 
however, are not general except in the southern region, The crops 
are bad in some separate districts of the Governments of Vilna, 
Vitebsk, Poltava and Ekaterinoslav. 

Hempseed.—'I'he hempseed crops by the end of July and beginning 
of August were in approximately the same condition as linseed, 
except that favourable reports concerning hempseed were more 
numerous and more definite. The prospects were described as

unsatisfactory in separate small districts of the Governments of 
Moghilev, Ryazan and Nijni-Novgorod, without, however, modi- 
fying the fully satisfactory condition of the crops in general. Reports 
of a more unfavourable nature were received from parts of the Govern- 
ments of Kherson, Poltava and Kharkov. 

Sunflower seeds.— Sunflower seeds in most of the regions where the 
sunflower is grown for industrial purposes are satisfactory or even 
good, except only in some districts of the Governments of Poltava 
and Bessarabia, and in the Mozhaisk district of the Government of 
Moscow. 

Rapeseed.—The rapeseed crops in most Governments are satisfac- 
tory. In Bessarabia and in Kherson they vary in condition. 

Mustardseed.— Mustardseed promises a good crop, except in the 
Taurida Government, where drought in the first part of the summer 
did considerable harm. 

The area under oilseeds in general in most regions shows a marked 
diminution, due mostly to scarcity of labour, and in some Governments 
to the absence of foreign demand. (C. 27,336.)

NATIONAL INSURANCE (PART II.) (MUNITION WORKERS) 
ACT, 1916. 


Applications to the Umpire. 


In pursuance of Regulations made by the Board of Trade and 
dated 26th day of March, 1912, Notice is hereby given that the 
Umpire (Unemployment Insurance) has received applications for 
decisions as to whether contributions are payable or not in respect 
of the following classes of persons :-— 

471X. Workmen engaged in the manufacture and fitting of 
non-mechanical refrigerators, ice houses, etc. for use on ships. 

472X. Workmen engaged in the preparation of materials for 


colouring and decorating pottery. 
473X. Workmen engaged in the manufacture of weed killers, 


disinfectants, insecticides and similar preparations. 

474X. Workmen engaged in the manufacture of railway fog 
signals. 

Any representations with reference to the above applications 
may be made in writing to the Umpire by, or on behalf of, any work- 
man or employer appearing to him to be interested, or on behalf 
of the Board of Trade, and forwarded to the Registrar, Office of 
the Umpire, 47, Victoria Street, London, S.W., on or before 
19th October, 1916. 

Notice is further given that the Umpire proposes to give his 
decisions on the above applications on or after 23rd October, 1916. 


EXTRACT FROM REGULATIONS, 

3. If before the date specified in the notice any representations with reference 
to the application are made in writing to the Umpire by or on behalf of any 
workman or employer appearing to him to be interested, or the Board of Trade, 
the Umpire shall take those representations into his consideration, and the 
Umpire may at any time before the said date require any persons to supply to 
him such information in writing as he thinks necessary for the purpose of 
enabling him to give a decision. 

All such representations and information shall be open to inspection by any 
employer or workman appearing to the Umpire to be interested or any persons 
authorised in that behalf by any such employer or workman or the Board of Trade. 

4. Any persons claiming to be interested may apply to the Umpire to be 
heard by him orally in reference to any application under these Regulations, and 
the Umpire may, in any case in which he thinks it desirable, require the 
attendance of any person before him to give oral information on the subject of 
any application,

1911 TO 1916. 


UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE, 
Decisions by the Umpire. 

Pursuant to paragraph (5) of the Unemployment Insurance 
(Umpire) Regulations, the Board of Trade hereby give Notice of the 
following decisions by the Umpire on questions whether contributions 
are payable :— 

A. The Umpire has decided that contributions ARE PAYABLE in 
respect of :— 

1923X. Workmen engaged in the production of gold leaf. (Appli- 
cation 462X.) 

1925X. All classes of workmen employed in making golf iron 
heads. 

1927X. Workmen employed in driving or operating power machi- 
nery for woodworking in connection with the manufacture of golf clubs. 

1929X. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in the manufacture 
of coins. 

1930X. Workmen engaged in the manufacture of cork helmets for 
military or naval use. 

1931X. Workmen employed by brick manufacturers and engaged 
in drawing bricks from kilns, or in stacking or loading them. 

1933X. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in grinding and 
preparing ganister for use in brick making. (Application 463X.) 

1935X. Workmen engaged in the manufacture of wooden butter 
cases, fruit boxes, and similar packages. 

1936X. Workmen (other than those covered by Decision No. 
B1823, ‘“ Board of Trade Journal” of the 14th September, 1916), 
engaged in the manufacture of paper or cardboard discs, washers, 
container tubes, etc. for shells. 

1937X. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in the manufacture 
(including graduating and figuring) of clinical thermometers intended 
for use in War. (Application 465X.) 

19538X. Workmen engaged in making saddle trees for saddles 
which are intended for use in war. 

1939X. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in sawmilling or 
machine woodwork in connection with the manufacture of saddle 
trees, or in making metal parts of saddle trees. 

1941X. Workmen (other than those covered by decision B. 1942 
below) engaged wholly or mainly in the manufacture of fur hats for 
use in war. 

1946X. Warehousemen, storekeepers, caretakers, timekegpers, or 
watchmen employed wholly or mainly by way of manual labour in 
factories or workshops, or in yards or stores immediately connected 
therewith, when the aforesaid factories or workshops are engaged 
wholly or mainly in munitions work, or in any of the trades insured 
under the National Insurance (Part II) (Munition Workers) Act, 1916. 

1947X. Porters, packers, messengers, cleaners, or weighmen em- 
ployed in factories or workshops, or in yards or stores immediately 
connected therewith, when the aforesaid factories or workshops are 
engaged wholly or mainly in munitions work, or in any of the trades 
ensured under the National Insurance (Part Il) (Munition Workers) 
Aict, 1916. 
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Jational Insurance (Unemployment) Acts, 1911 to 1916. 





1948X. Engine drivers, boilermen, firemen, stokers, cleaners, oilers 
and other workmen engaged wholly or mainly in tenting, driving or 
minding engines or machinery, or in stoking boilers for the production 
of power, light, or heat for use in connection with munitions work 
or in any of the trades insured under the National Insurance (Part IT) 
(Munition Workers) Act, 1916. 

(This decision does not relate to workmen employed by separate 
companies or authorities who sell electricity or power for 
general purposes.) 

1949X. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in making ridge tiles, 
finials or chimney pots of terra cotta. 

1950X. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in treating iron 
goods to prevent rusting. 

B. The Umpire has decided that contributions ARE NOT PAYABLE 
in respect of:— 

1924. Workmen engaged in the manufacture of patent fuel. 
(Application 467X.) 

1926. Workmen engaged in the weaving, calendering or proofing 
(otherwise than with rubber) of jute or flax, or in any other process 
anterior thereto. 

1928. Workmen engaged in glazing, grinding or fitting, selecting 
and marking spectacle lenses not intended for use in war. 

1932. Workmen engaged wholly or mainity in quarrying ganister 
or in the preparation of plastic ganister. (Application 463.X.) 

1934. Workmen employed in woods and engaged in cleaving or 
hewing timber by hand. 

1940. Workmen employed wholly or mainly in repairing boots 
and shoes not intended for use in war. 

1942. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in opening, pulling, 
carrotting, cutting and blowing skins for the production of hatters’ furs. 

1943. Workmen engaged in soldering lids on tins containing 
goods the packing of which is not insured work. 

1944. Workmen (other than leather or metal workers) engaged 
wholly or mainly in making up braces, belts and similar articles not 
intended for use in war. 

1945. Workmen (other than saw millers, machine woodworkers or 
metal workers) engaged in the manufacture of wood trunks covered 


with canvas. 

Note.—Decisions in which the Umpire has decided that contri- 
butions are payable under the National Insurance (Part II.) 
(Munition Workers) Act, 1916, are indicated by the letter X at the 
end of the num’ e.g., 1554X. Contributions under these decisions 
are payable as fro.. ¢ 4th September, 1916. 

Where no reference is given to an Application, the question has 
been decided by the Umpire, without notice, as a matter not 
admitting of reasonable doubt, in accordance with paragraph (2) of 
the Unemployment Insurance (Umpire) Regulations. 

Decisions relating to individual workmen which raise no question 
of general interest, or which merely apply a principle laid down in a 
previous decision, are not published.
